head of 
the Mexican Constitu tionalists, in an 
interview, criticised the reported ef­ 
fort of President Wilson to influ ence 
Provisional President H u erta to ap­ 
point Pedro Lascu rain as m inister of 
foreign relations, with the view of 
H u erta's possib le retirem ent 
in 
his 
favor. 
He expressed dou b t, however, of 
the occu raey of the report when qu es­ 
tioned 
regarding what his 
position 
wou ld b e in su ch an event. 
“It is impossib le to b elieve,” Car­ 
ranza said, “that the president of the 
United States, a man of su ch high 
moral personality as is shown in hi3 
works that I have read, wou ld imi­ 
tate the political methods of a man 
oi su ch lowr morality as Hu erta. 
“This action wou ld b e equ ivalent to 
approving 
the 
ab ominab le political 
proceedings of Hu erta. 
“Hu erta, in fact, attem pted to hide 
his treason and 
assassinations 
b y 
forcing the resignations of President 
Madero and Vice 
President 
Pino 
Su arez. 
“He then elevated the more easily 
controlled Lascu rain to the presiden­ 
cy for a few b rief minu tes, so that 
he (Hu erta) cou ld b e named minister 
of Gob ernació n. 
In this position he 
was enab led to u su rp the power of 
iAiscu rain and eject him from the 
presidency . 
“ If President Wilson now’ intends 
to commit the same 
crime 
throu gh 
the person of Lascu rain the only dif­ 
ference la that Hu erta, who to ou r 
disgrace is a Mexican, acted within 
the realm of internal policies, while 
President Wilson 
wou ld 
make the 
affairs one of international politics.”

concession 
he had obtained from the Mex ican 
gov ernment was slightly 
less 
than 
eight y ears ago.

Worcester. Mass., 
Nov. 
22.— John 
Hay s 
Hammond, 
mining 
expert, 
speaking here at the closing session 
of the 
d a r k u niversity 
conference 
on Latin-America, said he wou ld not 
invest a cent in a foreign cou ntry so 
long as William J. Bry an is secretary 
of state. 
He said any man who w’ou ld 
make su ch an investm ent is lacking 
in sense. 
“A nation that does not protect Its 
citizens and investors is u nworthy 
the name of a nation,” Mr. Hammond 
asserted, say ing that honest working 
men, encou raged to locate in Mexico, 
are forced to throw away the savings 
of a lifetime. 
“They are told to get ou t, flee the 
cou ntry , where their all is located,” 
Mr. Hammond said. 
Mr. Hammond's su b ject was “The 
Development 
of 
Sou th 
American 
Trade.” 


Ham m ond Oppose* intervention. 
At the b eginning he said he wou ld 
refrain from discu ssing Mexico, b u t 
du ring his speech, following his ref­ 
erence to Mr. Bry an, he commented 
b riefly u pon Mexico. 
He said, how­ 
ever, that he is opposed to interven­ 
tion. 
“As an argu ment against protection 
for some property it has b een claim­ 
ed that concessions have b een secu r­ 
ed dishonestly . 
I have never known 
of b rib es b eing offered or taken for 
concessions. 
“ Inv estors ought to be backed and 
protected as long as they prov e hon­ 
est.” 
The Monroe Doctrine was attacked 
and defended at the concluding ses­ 
sions of the 
Pan-American 
confer­ 
ence at Clark univ ersity . 
George O. Tucker of Boston, author 
of books of South American affairs, 
urged that the words “ Monroe doc­ 
trine” be giv en up and a policy of 
Pan-American 
defense 
adopted. 
Professor Hiram Hingham of Yale 
ex pressed similar v iews.

Mr. Marb le’s death came u nexpect­ 
edly . 
Mrs. Marb le and their eighteen- 
y ear-old dau ghter 
were not 
in the 
room, the family phy sician having ju st 
b een called in. 
The 
commissioner retu rned 
from 
Philadelphia Thu rsday , where he had 
b een condu cting the commission's in­ 
vestigation of anthracite coal carry ing 
railroadB. 
Mr. Marble had b een connected with 
the interstate commerce commission 
for a nu mb er of y ears and was thor­ 
ou ghly trained in its intricate work­ 
ings. 
He -came here in 19 06 . 
He suc­ 
ceeded Franklin K. Lane when the lat­ 
ter entered President Wilson's cabi­ 
net and had been activ e in the com­ 
m ission’s cases, particularly its crim­ 
inal prosecutions. 
Mr. Marble was forty -six y ears old 
and before coming here practiced law 
and engaged in newspaper work 
on 
the Pacific coast.

GREET ROOSEVELT IN CHILE 


Washington, 
Nov . 22.—William F. 
McCombs, chairman of the 
Demo­ 
cratic national committee, after a con­ 
ference with President Wilson, an­ 
nounced that he believ ed the Repub­ 
lican party would be the chief con­ 
tender with the Democratic party for 
the presidency in 19 16 . 
"Recent elections,” said 
Mr. 
Mc­ 
Combs, “ hav e serv ed to strengthen a 
conv iction I hav e had since the last 
national election that much of the 
Progressiv e party would be absorbed 
either by the Democratic or Repub­ 
lican parties and that the nex t na­ 
tional political conflict would find the 
Republican party the principal oppo 
nent of the Democracy .” 
Mr. McCombs and the 
president 
discussed the political situation 
for 
more than an hour, but the New York 
Democratic situation, the 
national 
chairman asserted, was not brought 
up in any way . 
Before calling on the president Mr. 
McCombs conferred with Mr. Dore- 
mus of Michigan, chairman of the 
Democratic national campaign com­ 
mittee, regarding plans for more co­ 
operation between the congressional 
end national committees.

repeated declaration that he sought 
no public office and that he would 
not be the ambassador to France.

In Mexico It does not makes any dif­ 
ference w hether the Latin American 
Is in power or a revolu tionist; he takes 
the life of the man or men who op­ 
pose him. 
Old Uorflrio Diaz du ring 
the many y ears he was president of 
that cou ntry ’ had many men killed b e­ 
cau se he thou ght they might b e dan­ 
gerou s. 
lie wou ld have a man dine 
with him one evening and the next 
day , standing u p in front of a file of 
soldiers, have him riddled with b u llets. 


No Stable Governments. 
As long as conditions of this kind 
exist—and they will exist as long as 
there Is so mu ch ignorance among the 
masses of the people—no stab le gov­ 
ernment can b e maintained in Mexico 
and similar cou ntries withou t the atro­ 
ciou s assassinations, dru mhead cou rts 
martial and execu tions which made 
the Diaz regime a forty y ears' trail of 
b lood and which Hu erta will find nec­ 
essary if he su stains himself. 
And 
w hat seems ju st as b ad is that any 
revolu tionary 
government, if it l>e- 
comes 
“stab le.” 
mu st 
continu e the 
b lood terror. 


79,000,000 A crss of Rich Land. 
Speaker Clark is the author of a titll 
hav ing for its puriiose the drainage 
and reclamation of swamp lands of the 
United States. 
By an estimate of the 
department of agriculture It is shown 
that there are 7 9 .000,000 acres of such 
lands in the United States. 
Naturally 
they are the richest* possible, for the 
silt of ages hus been flowing upon 
them. 
Most of them are built up of 
ov erflowed settlings from the v ery rich 
soils of the country . That much tillable 
land would add greatly to the produc­ 
tiv eness of the country and go quite 
a long way in the direction of solv ing 
the problem of high cost of liv ing. 


Legislation and Hum an Natur*. 
“ I see they are try ing to change hu­ 
man nature by legislation.” remarked 
a man from the west, referring to bills 
for regulating the sale of bichloride of 
mercury . 
“ The trouble with many 
people is thut they want a general law 
to fit a few isolated eases. J ust as an 
attempt was made to pass a low cora- 
pelllng nine foot sheets because a man 
suffered with cold feet in a country 
hotel. 
There is too mu ch of this sort 
of legislation, try ing to correct the 
frailties of human nature by statute.”

tbeir businesses and take office for the 
“ other compensations.” 
They like the

social recognition which official 
[mmI- 
tion brings to them. 
The wife of a 
rich nobody far away becomes some­ 
body as the w ife of a congressman or 
an assistant secretary in Washington. 


Oppo»«* Pig Clubs. 
Among the many strange letters re­ 
ceiv ed by Secretary Houston was one 
from a Pennsy lv ania man protesting 
against the organization of hoy s’ pig 
clubs throughout the United States iu 
an effort to encou rage more meat pro­ 
duction.

Gu ire, Sy racu se b onding 
agent for

He so testified at the "John Doe” 
inqu iry into highway graft and said 
he had an agreement with Mu rphy to 
divide all the b onding b u siness they 
ob tained. 
Fu rther, McGu ire confessed to hav­ 
ing u ttempted to “hold u p” at least 
three asphalt companies for $5,000 con­ 
trib u tions to the state 
Democratic 
committee, in retu rn for getting them 
contracts from the state highway de­ 
partment. 
McGu ire was to get a commission of 
1 per cent a gallon for all the asphalt 
the companies sold to the state or to 
contractors, he said, and the com­ 
panies were to charge the contrib u ­ 
tions against the commission.

Qu inlan and the Union Oil company 
of California, did not contrib u te, he 
said. 
Whethe r the third, the Barb er As­ 
phalt company , had contrib u ted, Mc­ 
Gu ire said he did not know, b u t the 
Barb er company got the contract. 
He said he had received a total of 
$ 1,250 from Arthu r H. Johnson, sales 
agent of the Barb er company , b u t in­ 
sisted that these were not commis­ 
sions b u t money given his as his cam­ 
paign contrib u tion to Governor Su l- 
zer.

go on with his b loody record.”

Dr. John Casper B ranner Is the Second 
Head of the University. 
At the recent installation of Dr. John 
Casper Branner as the second presi­ 
dent of Stanford university the stu­ 
dents presented a "presidential chair” 
to the university in commemoration of 
the event. Tile photograph shows Pres­ 
ident Branner seated in the chair. This 
massive seat of stnte is of dark oak, 
upholstered with red plush, the Stan­ 
ford color being cardinal. 
In design 
the carved posts and arch at the back 
are suggestive of the famous pillared 
arcades which form the distinctive fea­ 
ture of the Stanford architecture. The 
seal of the university in carved and 
gilded oak gives the chair an additional 
touch of academic dignity.

two years after Dr. David Starr .Tor 
dan, now chancellor of the university, 
became its first president in 1801. 
Ile is best known as a geologist, and 
his standing in that science is shown 
by the fact that lie is tile most recent 
recipient of the Hayden medal, which 
is conferred every three years upon the 
man making the greatest contribution 
to the world’s knowledge in geology 
and paleontology. 
While he was still 
an undergraduate at Cornell in 1875 lie 
went to Brazil as a member of tile im­ 
perial geological survey and since that 
time has made many trips to South 
America as the leader of scientific ex­ 
peditions for tile government of the 
United States and more frequently for 
the government of Brazil. As a result 
of his South American experiences he 
is tile author not only of many books 
and scientific papers, but of a Portu­ 
guese grammar as well. 
Dr. Brunner 
has been professor of geology at Stan­ 
ford since tile opening of the univer­ 
sity and since 1800 lias been vice presi­ 
dent. 


An A ttack T h at Wholly Demoralized 
th* P artisan Rangers. 
Colonel John S. Mosby, commander 
of the Partisan rangers, who gave 
such dashing service in the southern 
cause, told of un amusing incident in 
which he figured. 
In the summer of 1804 when General 
Phil Sheridan was in the valley of the 
Shenandoah he found himself much 
harassed by Mosby. who was continu­ 
ally cutting off his supply traius. 
An 
nmiy cannot fight on au empty stom­ 
ach, aud Mosby knew It. 
One bright 
morning Mosby benni that a long sup­ 
ply train was winding its way down 
the valley. 
By noon the rangers in 
their gray uniforms were gathered at 
the forks of the vulley pike, watching 
for the head of the wagon train to ap­ 
pear. 
Presently a cloud of dust was seen 
rising far up tile road, and as the wind 
blew it aside the Confederates caught 
sight of a Une of men in blue escorting! 
a caravan of lumbering wagons drawn 
by mules 
Instantly Mosby gave the 
order to run a little howitzer up on the' 
side of a hill and un Ii in lier it. As soon ! 
as the gun had opened fire the rest of 
the men were to make a cavalry charge 
and throw the train into confusion. 
The rangers Jerked the gun into po­ 
sition and began to swab it out. 
Sud­ 
denly the man with the swab gave a 
shrill yell, seized the seat of his panta­ 
loons and tied down the hill aud out 
into the road. 
Almost in the same 
moment the other man at the gun 
abandoned it. 
Ile seemed to be fight­ 
ing at the air as he disappeared over 
a stone w all. 
The sutler’s wagons were creeping 
nearer, and Mosby did not know what 
to think of such extraordinary conduct. 
He ordered four more men to the gun. 
but hardly had they reached It when 
they, too. yelled, began to beat the air 
madly with their hats and took to 
flight. 
Spurring his horse over the stone 
wall. Mosby rode toward the gun, but 
his stay was short. The howitzer stood 
just over a hornets' nest, and those 
busy Insects were resenting the intru­ 
sion. 
They had repelled the Invaders 
on foot, and now they swarmed on 
Mosby’s horse till the maddened ani­ 
mal tore off down the [tike on a run. 
Then they turned their attention to' 
the rest of the troop. 
Their attack was so vicious that the 
rangers gave up any idea of standing 
by the gun. 
They scattered far and 
wide, and it was an hour before they 
returned. 
When they did the wagon 
train had safely vanished in the dis­ 
tance. 
So the hornets saved the day 
for Sheridan.—Youth’s Companion.
